AUGUSTA — Arkan- 
sas’ senior U.S. Sen. John 
Boozman settled into a 
low-sitting couch in a 
cramped Woodruff County 
living room.

Flynn lawyers

Trump’s team 


In Mueller probe, sharing 
of information said to end

WASHINGTON — Law- 
yers for Michael Flynn, 
President Donald Trump’s 
former national security ad- 
viser, notified the president’s 
legal team in recent days that 
they could no longer discuss 
the special counsel’s inves- 
tigation, according to four 
people involved in the case. 

The call from Flynn law- 
yer Robert Kelner to Trump 
attorney John Dowd came 
Wednesday evening and is 
a potentially ominous sign 
for Trump and other close 
associates to the president. 
Before this week, Kelner 
had been strategizing with 
lawyers for Trump, his son 
Donald Trump Jr. and his 
son-in-law Jared Kushner, 
among others. 

Flynn’s lawyers had been 
sharing information about 
the investigation by the spe- 
cial counsel, Robert Mueller, 
who is examining whether 
anyone around Trump was 
involved in Russian efforts to 
undermine Hillary Clinton’s 
presidential campaign. 

That agreement has been 
terminated, the four people

said. Defense lawyers fre- 
quently share information 
during investigations, but 
they must stop when doing 
so would pose a conflict of 
interest. It is unethical for 
lawyers to work together 
when one client is cooper- 
ating with prosecutors and 
another is still under inves- 
tigation. 

The notification alone 
does not prove that Flynn 
is cooperating with Mueller, 
but it could be an indication 
that Flynn is cooperating 
with prosecutors or negoti- 
ating a deal. Some lawyers 
withdraw from informa- 
tion-sharing arrangements 
as soon as they begin nego- 
tiating with prosecutors. And 
such negotiations sometimes 
fall apart.

Trump applauds 
troops on holiday 


He cites gains since ‘I opened it up’

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President Donald Trump 
marked the Thanksgiving 
holiday by paying tribute to 
U.S. troops in Afghanistan, 
Iraq and elsewhere in the 
Middle East, and warned 
about sending sophisticated 
weapons to American allies 
that one day could become 
the enemy. 

Trump cited progress in 
Afghanistan, where he au- 
thorized a small increase 
in U.S. forces to help train 
and advise local fighters in 
the battle against the Tali- 
ban. And, he said, the fight 
against the Islamic State is 
“coming our way” amid gains 


in Iraq and Syria that have 
stripped the militant group 
of its remaining strongholds. 
“Everybody is talking 
about the progress you’ve 
made in the last few months 
since I opened it up,” Trump 
told the Army’s 82nd Air- 
borne Division in Afghani- 
stan, during a morning vid- 
eo call from his Mar-a-Lago 
resort in Palm Beach, Fla. 
“We’re not fighting any- 
more to just walk around. 
We're fighting to win. You’ve 
turned it around over the last 
three to four months like no- 
body has seen, and they are 

talking about it.”

Zimbabwean still a hero, party says

Zimbabwe’s ruling party as- 
sured Robert Mugabe that 
he wouldn’t be prosecuted 
if he resigned, a party official 
said Thursday, as the country 
prepared to move on from 
his 37-year rule. 

“Prosecuting him was 
never part of the plan,” said 
Lovemore Matuke, chief 
whip of the ruling Zimbabwe 
African National Union-Pa- 


triotic Front. “He is safe, his 
family is safe and his status 
as a hero of his country is as- 
sured. All we were saying is 
resign or face impeachment.” 

Simon Khaya Moyo, a 
spokesman for the ruling 
party, reiterated that point. 

“We don’t have anything 
against him or his family. 
He’s the hero of our libera- 
tion,” Moyo said. 

Mugabe, who resigned 
on Tuesday as lawmakers 
began impeaching him, has

Door open for Rohingya refugees to return, Burma says 
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BANGKOK — Burma has 
agreed to take back Muslim 
Rohingya refugees who fled 
to neighboring Bangladesh to 
escape violence in Burma’s 


Rakhine state. 

Burma announced the 
agreement but provided no 
details on how many Rohing- 
ya refugees would be allowed 
to return home. Bangladesh 
said the repatriations are to 
begin within two months. 


More than 620,000 Ro- 
hingya have fled from Burma 
into Bangladesh since Aug. 25, 
when the army began what it 
called “clearance operations” 
after an attack on police posts 
by a group of Rohingya insur- 
gents. Refugees arriving in 


Bangladesh said their homes 
were set on fire by soldiers 
and Buddhist mobs, and some 
reported being shot at by se- 
curity forces. 

“The first step of the re- 
patriation process has been 
done,” said Foreign Minister 


Abul Hassan Mahmood Ali of 
Bangladesh. 

Ali, who in September 
accused Burma’s military of 
killing thousands of Rohing- 
ya, said he would not divulge 
the terms and conditions of
